Summary of reasons 
for classification: 


The DVD entitled South Of The Border 7: Breaking Point is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD is deemed objectionable because it promotes and supports the use of violence and 
coercion to compel a person to participate in, and submit to, sexual conduct. It also promotes and 
supports acts of torture, extreme violence and extreme cruelty. 

The publication depicts the sexual and physical violation, over what presents as a prolonged period 
of time, of several women who have been kidnapped by men posing as police officials. There are a 
number of scenes in the publication, all of which focus on women being forced to endure physical 
assault and sexual acts being performed upon them and to engage in sexual activity with their 
assailants. 

While the feature involves a fictional setting and simulated action throughout, the sexual violation 
of women and use of torture, extreme violence and extreme cruelty is presented in a manner that is 
clearly intended to be sexually arousing. The presentation of this material as entertaining and 
arousing upholds the notion that it is acceptable for males to engage in sexual activity with females 
against their will. By presenting this behaviour as sexually arousing, it is implied that sexual 
violence and the use of torture, extreme violence and cruelty is an appropriate and legitimate 
stimulus for male fantasy and sexual stimulation. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the Bill of Rights on the application of the 
classification criteria. The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of 
expression, but this is an outcome that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications 
falling under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be 
objectionable. The classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that 
reflects the concern of "a free and democratic society" to limit the availability of publications that 
promote and support the use of violence and coercion to compel a person to participate in, and 
submit to, sexual conduct, and promote and support acts of torture, extreme violence and extreme 
cruelty. 
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
